All including children and women, 
dressed in pure white, went to the 
village Qabristan (cemetery) and 
-patienlly waited praying and fast- 
ing for two days, When the time 
limit as prophesied by the Peer 
passed and tne world did not 
change. the villagers became 
‘furious fo, being duped and 

starched for the Prophet—but the: 
Peer had already departed. 

Chagrined and upset they re- 
turned to their homes and resumed 
their domestic duties. But this 
novel experience, says the report, 
‘has made ‘the villagerg all the 
more religious. 

Peers are very common in the 
Muslim east, particularly in India. 
Muslims, particularly the un 
educated masses, look upon them 
with awe and fear. This class of} 
Muslims—who are more of less) 
akin to the Hindo Sanyasis—re-| 
nounce the world, and dress in 
yellow garb. They are attributed 
with supernatural powers and 
some of them command large fol-

“Queen of Cambrai,” on which eignt 
bells are struck to open each meet- 
ing of the Shiplovers' Society in 
Adelaide, was presented to the So- 
ciety by Capt. T. R, Owen, of Bridge- 
water. who salvaged it from the 
poop of the vessel after it had been 


wrecket on Lobos Island, off tne 
coast of Peru,years ago. 
The Sniptovers’ Society in Mel- 


bourne uses for a similar purpose 
the bell from one of the finest sail- 
ing ships ever built. It 18 a relic 
of the ship “Ligntning,” of the 
famous Black Ball Line, whicn raced 
from Melbourne to Britain in the re- 
cord time of 63 days, and which log- 
ged 436 nautica] miles in 24 hourg 
on another voyage. 
The “Lightning.” when loaded 
witn wool’ at Geelong, caugnt’ fire’ 
und was destroyed, A wooden ship, 
she burned to the water's edge. 
Another famous ship's bell that 
is doing duty ashore is tnat of. the 
snip Dunbar, which was wrecked 
on the South Head, Sydney, in 1857 
‘when 121 people - lost their lives. 
They comprised the whole comple- 
ment, except one man, who was sav- 
ed. That bell is now in the tower of 
St. John’s Church School, Darling- 
hurst, Sydney, and calls the scholars 
to lessons.—Reuter,.
